LEGAL  REFERENCES 


GENERALLY 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  duties  and  operation  of  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  are  contained  in  Chapter  36,  82-3602,  R.C.M.  1947,  which  establishes 
the  Arts  Council.   Chapter  5-82A-508  of  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of 
1971  transfers  the  council  to  the  Department  of  Education  for  administrative 
purposes. 


PRINCIPAL  GOALS 


The  principal  goal  of  the  Montana  Arts  Council  is  to  encourage  throughout 
the  State  the  study  and  presentation  of  the  arts  and  to  stimulate  public  interest 
and  participation  therein  and  to  encourage  the  growth  of  artistic  and  cultural 
organizations  and  activities  v.hich  serve  a  wide  spectrum  of  people. 

The  objectives  are  to  acquire  and  disburse  funds  to  organizations  which  are 
serving  the  public  by  the  proinotion  of  excellence  in  the  creative  arts,  to  provide 
assistance  in  areas  of  planning  and  finance  for  the  arts  and  coordination  of 
available  services  for  the  arts,  on  a  regional  and  national  level,  and  to  acquire, 
administer  and  evaluate  pilot  projects  for  the  enrichment  of  the  arts. 


MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

1.  Increases  in  Grant  Assistance  and  People  Served 

A  25.5%  increase  in  funds  available  through  the  Federal-State 
partnership  program  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  was  noted  in  this 
fiscal  year.   A  comparable  increase  in  the  number  of  people  served  was  also 
accomplished  with  an  average  in  1971-72  of  2,666  persons  served  per  grant  to 
an  average  of  3,158  persons  served  per  grant  in  1972-73.   Total  number  of  grants 
handled  in  1972-73  was  129 — an  increase  of  9  over  last  year — with  a  total  exposure 
to  our  promotion  of  the  arts  program  of  407,500, 

2.  ARTRAIN  IN  MONTANA 

ARTRAIN,  a  five-car  visual  arts  experience,  was  toured  through  four 
cities  in  Montana  with  a  total  attendance  of  25,582.   This  project  received 
nationwide  coverage  while  in  Montana  through  CBS  On  the  Road  with  Charles  Kuralt 
broadcast. 

3.  Funding  for  Pilot  Program — Filmmaker-in-the-Schools 

Secured  funds  for  a  pilot  program  to  hold  workshops  and  training 
sessions  under  the  filmmaker-in-the-schools  program  which  places  a  professional 
cinematographer  in  selected  schools  across  the  state. 

4.  Coordinated  Dance  Residency  Touring  Program 

Secured  and  awarded  grants  which  provided  three  one-week  residencies 
of  the  eight-member  YURIKO  AND  DANCE  CO.  troupe  from  New  York. 

5.  Statewide  Meetings 

Provided  funds  and  coordinated  statewide  meetings  for  art  gallery 
directors,  symphony  administrators,  and  drama  directors  and  teachers.
